LESS SCHOOL SPANKING 


Del roil Superintendent Puts Check on 
Common Prictice. 


Detroit, Sept. 19—With the opening 
of the public schools here for the 1921- 
1922 term the 200,000 children regis­ 
tered were cheered by the dictum of 
Frank S. 
Cody, superintendent 
of 
schools, that there must he less s i n k ­ 
ing. 
He said to the teachers at their 
pre-opening meeting that he had ob­ 
served an increasing tendency toward 
corporal 
punishment in the 
public 
schools, and he wanted it checked. He 
said that a teacher should have the 
gravest cause 
before 
resorting to 
spanking or applying the ruler to the 
hands, anti he hoped 
to be able to 
abolish corporal punishment entirely 
within the next two years. 
In th** meantime, Dr. John S. Hall, 
I a member of the Board of Education, 
has started a campaign against mar- 
ried teachers which threatens to dis- 
ni|»t the school board. 
He says that 
no wife .if an able-bodied man with a 
ji>b ought to be allowed to teach in De­ 
troit public schools. 
He would give 
the teacher jobs to unemployed girl* 
who are qualified to hold them.
